Statistical Returni ot the Department 
oi Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, May U.—Tho statistical 


returns of the department of agricul- 
ture for May indicate- an average con- 
dition of 84 for wheat, against 81.'J last 
month. Tlie weather lias been too cold 
for rapid growth, yet the crop 1ms im- 
proved perceptibly. Thu change in the 
central wheat region is from 11 to 75 in 
Ohio, WI to 8-1 In Michigan, 78 to 85 in 
Indiana, 82 to 88 in Illinois, 73 to 74 in 
Missouri, and 77 to 80 in Kansas. 
In 


Michigan April weather was quite se- 
vere, causing considerable "heaving" in 
clay soils that nearly offset the im- 
provement in other areas. Low temper- 
ature prevented much improvement in 
Missouri. Condition has slightly de- 
clined in California, yet the prospect is 
still good on the 1'acilie coast.

AN AWFUL ACCIDENT. 


Fifty Miners Entombed Alive in a 


Colliery, 


AKD ALL BELIEVED TO HAVE PERISHED 


The Work of Rescue Promptly Begun, 


and Ten Mutilated and Blackened 
Corpses Taken from the Pit—The 
Explosion Caused by Fire Damp. 


ROSLYN, Wash., May 10.—At 1 o'clock 


this afternoon a most terrible explosion 
occurred in the slope of Mine No. 3, of 
the Northern Pacific Coal Co. at this 
point, in which tho loss of life exceeded 
in number that of any other disaster 
that 
has 
ever 
been 
chronicled 


in 
the northwest or on the Pa- 


cific slope. The exact nature of the 
explosion or the circumstances that 
lead to it will never be known, since at 
this writing it is believed that every 
miner who was working the slope at 
the time has perished. It is not defin- 
itely known as to the number of men 
who were in the vicinity of the disaster, 
but it is believed that between forty- 
five and lifty men were in the three 
levels that were affected by the explo- 
sion. 


Large relief forces are at work, ami 


at this time two bodies have been recov- 
ered. These men were working nearest 
the opening, and at some distance from 
the point where it is supposed the ex- 
plosion occurred. 


Most of the men were 1,500 to 2,000 


feet further in the slope and in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the accident. There 
is no doubt either in the minds of the 
in iners or the company's officials that 
every man was instantly killed by the 
explosion. 


Tan Bodies Recovered. 


EOSLVN, Wash., May 11.—Fifty min- 


ers lost their lives "by an explosion in 
the Northern Pacific coal mine here 
yesterday afternoon. The number of 
dead cannot be accurately given, but 
it is believed that all those in the mine 
at the time of the explosion were killed.

promptly, and up to 9 o'clock ten muti- 
lated and blackened corpses had been 
removed from the mine. The explosion 
is supposed to have been caused by an 
accumulation of fire damp.

Death of a Negress Who Knew 


Much about Father 


Abraham. 


Aunt Epay Smith Passes Away m 


a Blokety Tenement Houae in 


Obloago—Her Event- 


ful History. 


It woe in one o( the dilapidated old 


frame tenement honeea on Dearborn St. 
near Sixteenth, Chicago, where the rattle 
and roar of constantly passing trains 
never ceaae, and when such a thing as a 
Garbage curt or street sweeper is un- 
toewn, that "Annt" Epay Smith died. 
It was near 1 o'olook Sunday morning 
that eha breathed her last She was of 
African descent and unknown, BO to 
speak, in the great metropolis, bat she 
tad an eventful life—one of almost his- 
toric interest 


Away back in 1827 she was a protege 


of Ninian Edwards,Kt that time governor 
of Illinois. She was present at the wed- 
ding of Abraham Lincoln and Mary Todd, 
and after the wedding was a servant in 
Lincoln's home. She nursed Robert T. 
Lincoln, the present minister to the 
oonrt of St. James, when he was a baby. 
Her death was caused by the grip, from 
which she .had been suffering eince last 
March. Her exact age is not known, for 
she was born a slave and no record of 
birth was made. Bat as near as could 
be told she was about 72 years of age. 


Epey Arnsby Smith was her name in 


fall and she was born on the plantation 
of Arnold Spear, near Sbelbyville, Ky. 
The Spears were old friends of Ninian 
Edwards and shortly after his election as 
governor Mrs. Spears visited the family 
and brought Epey, who was at thai time 
7 or 8 years old, along as a waiting maid, 
gne was bright and active and the gover- 
nor took a liking to her, and when Mrs. 
Spears was getting ready to return home, 
she gave the child to him. 


When Epey was a miss, Miss Mary 


Todd, Mrs. Edwards' sister, came from 
Kentucky to live with the governor's 
family. About this time Abraham Lin- 
coln became a frequent visitor at the 
governor's mansion and he generally 
asked tor Miss Todd. It was Epsy's 
duty to answer the call and in after 
years she used to tell her children and 
grandchildren how she used to usher 
"Maaos Linkum" into the bouse when he 
wan "a oortin' Mistns Mary." 


She witnessed the wedding ceremony 


when Lincoln was married, and during 
the Bret few years of his married life 
she was his house servant. Then she 
became engaged to Robert Smith, a col- 
ored man living at Vundalia. Shortly 
before her wedding she came back to 
live with tne family of Qov. Edwards 
and was married at his house by the 
minister who performed the ceremony for 
Lincoln. And the dress she wore on 
that occasion, a black brocaded Bilk, was 
a present from Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln. 


Years rolled by; Lincoln was elected 
President; the war came and the slaves 
of the South were froed. Among the 
first negroes to come north was Annt 
Epsy's father, and the proudest day of 
his life was when his daughter told him 
that she bad worked for the mart who 
had set him free. 
In 18G1 her husband died and then she 


Bold her little home and moved to Green- 
ville, where she lived with her daughter, 
Mrs. Julia Barbee, until lost Marob, 
when she went to Chicago to live with 
another daughter, Mrs. Catharine Jack- 
son, 1630 Dearborn street. Mrs. Jakie 
Hmith, also her daughter, went with her. 
She had been thnre but a few dnys when 
she became ill with the grip. Enfeebltd 
by old age she lingered along until Ban- 
day morning, when she was taken with a 
spasm and died. As there was no physi- 
cian tin attendance at the time of her 
death the matter was reported to Lieu- 
tenant Gallagher ot the armory, who 
notified the coroner. 


After relating the story ot her moth- 
er's life Sunday night Mrs. Smith spoke 
of the anxiety the poor old •'maromie" 
felt lest she should not be buried by the 
side of her dead husband in the old 
graveyard at Vandalia. "But we are 
too poor to send the body there," she 
continued, "and I nm afraid her dying 
request cannot be granted. I know if 
Masea Robert Lincoln were here he 
would help us. Bat then he is so far 
away we can't let him know."

Electricity will furnish a motive power 


for running the passenger trains inside 
Jaokeon Park, Chicago. There are near- 
ly GOO acres in the world's fair site, and 
the board of directors found it necessary 
to have a railroad built to whirl visitors 
from one end of the big park to the other 
and around the various buildings. 


Inanmuch as electiit'iiy in many ex- 


omplilioations is to be a feature on the 
grounds it has been determined thnt the 
intramural railway shall be an electric 
system, and at a meeting of the ground 
and buildings committee Monday after- 
noon the contract for the road was 
awarded to tho Western Dummy Electric 
company. 


To insure rapid transit and the un- 


mpedad progretB of thu sitfhteeerft over 
the grounds the rond will be an elevitted 
one, BO that tnere will bo no danger re- 
sulting from the crossing ot surface 
tracks. 
This elevated system will be 


double tracked, nnd trains of electriocars 
will speed along at intervale of a few 
minntes. Single trip fares will be five 
Cflins. There will be something over five 
milf s of trn«'k, nnd there will bo stations 
lit intervals of about 1,000 foot. 
The 


route mapped out is such that a passen- 
ger getting on 11 train at the MiJwny 
Plaisanoe can maka the entire circuit of 
the grounds, bulb on the euet and west 
Bides, and have a clear view ot the grounds 
Bud buildings. 


The Western Dummy company is 


backed largely by the Thomson-Houston 
Electric company. 
When the contract 


wns awarded it WBB etipulnted that the 
carrying capacity ot the roid before the 
tinnl papers ohonld ba signed must be 
satisfactory to the exposition manage- 
ment. 


"We want the company to carry 20,000 


passengers an hour past a given point, 
snid Vice-President Ketnham, of the com 
mittea. "Before the final papers are 
drawn we must be satisfied that the eize 
of the motors and the length of the 
frames will be capable of approximating 
this number. Wo wont people to have 
rapid and convenient transit," 


The company in its bid proposed to 


run trains of four cars, including the 
motor, with a capacity ot 320 passengers. 
It will be obliged to famish more power- 
ful motors, however, and extended the 
length ot its trains if it expects to meet 
the wishes of the committee on ground,! 
and buildings. 
Bnt rapid transit is 


assured. And there will be no smoke 
and little noise. In addition to the ele- 
vated road there will be for the accom- 
modation ot visitors on the grounds a 
fleet ot boats which will ply on the canals 
and lagoons.

The waiting room is 100x150 feet, the 


The three lower 
stories will be of speckled granite with 
buff-speokled brick. The train shed will 
be 000x120 feet, covering eight tracks. 
The style o? architecture will be Roman- 
esque. A principal featnre will be the 
clock tower. The main ticket office will 
be on the ground lloor.

pot, while the suburban trains will pnee 
through to Lake street.
